“Bob” Zuppke, famous football
coach of the University of Illinois
and gridiron mentor for Red
Grange, was a visitor in Torrance
Tuesday afternoon.

And what is more to the point
he talked football.

Zuppke said that Grange was a
great star made greater by the best
blocking team he has ever seen.

“In the Michigan game when
Grange startled the country by
making four touchdowns in the
first 12 minutes of play,” sald
Zuppke, “he ran successively 96
yards, 85 yards, 60 yards, and 45
yards for touchdowns. But the un-
usual thing about those runs was
the fact that not one Michigan
man lald a hand on him. The
Tllinois team blocked ‘almost every
would-be Michigan tackler, and
Grange had to dodge only a few.

“Illinois. when Grange was at his
best was the most wonderful team
of blockers I ever have seen,” con-
tinued the coach. “They weren't
so good on defense, but when they
had the ball they couldn't be
stopped. When we beat Michigan
the Wolverines only had the ball
five times. When we played Chi-
cago they scored 21 points before
we got hold of the ball, but when
we did Grange made three touch-
downs and tled things up.

Says Michigan Good

“Oh, don't think Grange wasn't
great. He was, But he also had
the best gang of blockers ahead of
him that any backfield man ever
had."

“How was Michigan this year and
last?” asked the writer.

“The juiciest team you ever saw,”
said Zuppke. “My men sald they
hit harder than any team they met
during the year. And they were
juicy—big and rangy. Michigan
didn't have a great running at-
tack, but they were good with
passes and great on defense. Yost
is a wonderful defensive coach.”

“How did the Navy happen to
beat them?” Zuppke was asked,

“An off day,” he replied. “Just
like the one we had when Minne-
gota beat us with Grange, ' Just likg
every great team has once in a
while. It is seldom that a coach
can keep a team in top form all
throughttlie year.
